Another problem lies in the uncert 
ainty of the currency situation, ‘The 
trance and the lira have been devalu- 
ated, the German mark has not, It is 
worth 25 cents in Germany, but 
costs nearly 40 cents outside to buy. 
In other words, if you want to buy a: 
German doll worth a mark, you have 
to pay 40 cents for it. Also you have 
to pay current duties on 40 cents. ‘Thai 
makes it hard to buy from Germany. | 
Canada has no legislation to make it! 
easier to buy from countries with ap 
preciated currencies; though we have 
plenty making it difficult to buy 
trom those with depreciated curren- 
cles, The Germans would like us — to 
make special provision, But the situa- 
tion is so uncertain that by the time 
that was done, the mark might have 
followed the frane and the lira, and 
come down too.
